Matter is affected by the rap and by an 
invisible force not yet comprebended by 
pure science, Heuce, it has been forced 
to enlarge the area of its investigations 
aud study laws and forces which do not 
belong to matter, but which, coming iu 
contact with matter, disturb existing 
laws, or rather, the scientific conception 
of those laws, Science, by the rap, has 
been forced to consider the psychic, the 
spiritual, aud the relations which these 
sustain to matter and its known and un- 
known laws and forces, Let scientists 
proceed with their investigations; the 
results are not doubtful,

Already science has baptized the new 
force under the new scientilic name of 
hypnotism, and is utilizing both its force 
and its independent intelligence also, in 
the curative and surgical hospitals of the 
civilized world. While acknowledging 
the fact, the force, the abnormal physical 
condition, the extraneous intelligence, 
still scientists stand dumb and puzzled 
before the mystery.

It is the step upward 


and forward from the rap, But it is only 
a step, Our spirit friends have not 
paused there.

totype! Tow liken meteor shines that 
noble light, which the life and character 
of Jesus made a burning beacot 2,000 
years ago, in comparison with its reflec- 
tion in the lives of men to-day, The 
Spiritualists perceive in Jesus one of 
the grandest instruments of spit Ypower 
aud potency the world has ever known, 
and this is our crime. For this the demn- 
gogues have filed their indicfment 
against us before the bar of public opin- 
ion, whicb, in turn, has branded Spirit- 
ualism as knayery, and Spiritualists as 
dupes. But the fact remains that in 
Modern Spiritualism the world has a 
master-key which unlocks and reveals to 
man many of the seeming incongruities 
in the life of Jesus. 

There is a correlation between the dis- 
pensation of peace and good will to man, 
ushered into the world through Jesus,and 
the new dispensation of the nineteenth 
century, whose mission is to clear away 
the incubus and to restore & humanity 
a practical analysis of being based on 
a present conscious connection with im- 
mortal life. The chain that binds the two 
dispensations are as an arch whose com- 
position is the eternal principles of hu- 
man and divine love ; the keystone there- 
of the wisdom of the ages, forever kissed 
by the light of the spirit realm through 
which it passes, spanning the dark gulf 
of ignorance above the fagots and dun- 
geons that have left a blot on Christiani- 
ty. Over this highway of living truth 
the angels and ministering spirits have 
ever trod, peering ever and anon down 
through the gloom and scattering the 
bright flowers of peace and love, whose 
fragrance, like scintillations of light from 
falling meteors, have lit up'the darkness 
here and there, and kept alive in the 
midds and hearts of men the principles 
and philosophy of old.

to platform manifestations. 

To return: we are seated with our 
hands on the table; if there should be 
a physical medium among the sitters, 
the table will begin to move, and an- 
swers will be given to any questions put 
of a proper nature, by tilting or knocks, 
according to some arranged mode of 
telegraphy. If any one is gifted with 
the second sight, they will see the spirits 
in the circle clairvoyantly, not always in 
the objective seuse, but presented to 
them iu aimind picture, as it were. An- 
other class of mediumsbip is, being 
controlled by spirits while in the trance, 
or in a semi-conscious condition ; if any 
such should be in your circle, when the 
development is advanced to a certain de- 
gree, the controls will keep you right as 
regards the conditions. ‘There are other 
forms suck as healing, clairaudience or 
hearing voices. One remarkable instance 
we have in the history of Joan of Arc, 
the heroic maid who saved her conntry 
from the foreigner. Writing aud draw- 
ing, even painting in colors, of which

X PRE-HISTORICAL REMAINS. 

A party which, under the direction of 
Chief Putnam, of the Department of 
Ethnology, of the exposition, has heen 
making excavations of the mounds in 
Ohio for three months or more, met 
with rare success on November 14th, 
near Chillicothe, in making one of the 
richest finds of the century, in the way 
of pre-historic remains. While at work 
ott a mound 500 feet long, 200 feet wide 
and twenty-eight high, the excavators 
found near the center of the mound, at a 
depth of fourteen feet, the massive skel- 
eton of aman incased in copper armor. 
The head was covered by an oval-shaped 
copper cap; the jaws had copper mould- 
ings; the arms were dressed in copper, 
while the copper plates covered the 
chestand stomach, aud on each side of 
the head, on protuding sticks, were 
woodeu antlers ornamented with cop- 
per. The mouth was stuffed with genu- 
ine pearls of immense size, but much de- 
cayed, Around the neck was a necklace 
of hear’s teeth, set with pearls. At the 
side of this skeleton was a female skele- 
ton, the two being supposed to be those 
of man and wife. It is estimated that

THE ELECTRICAL ATOM. 

At the recent dinner of the Institution 
of Electrical ugiucers, Loudon, Profes- 
sor William Crookes, the president, said : 

We have happily outgrown the pre- 
posterous notion that research in any 


time. It is now generally admitted that 
pure science, irrespective of practical 
applications, benefits both the investi- 
gator himself and greatly enriches the 
community, “It blesseth him that gives, 
aud him that takes.’ Between the 
frog's leg quivering on Galvani’s work 
table and tbe successful telegraph or 
telephone tbere exists a direct filiation. 
Without the one we could uot have the 
other. 

We know little as yet concerning the 
mighty agency of electricity. “Sub- 
stantialists” tell us it is a kind of matter 
Others view it, not as matter, but asa 
form of energy. Others, again, reject 
both these views. Professor Lodge con- 
siders it “a form, or rather a mode of 
manifestation, of the ether.’ Professor 
Nikola Tesla demurs to the view of Pro 
fessor Lodge, but thiuks that “nothing 
stands in the way of our calling elec- 
tricity ether associated with matter, or 
hound ether." High authorities can not 
even yet agree whether we have one elec 
tricity or two opposite electricities. The 
only way to tackle the difficully is to 
persevere in experiment aud observation 
If we never learn what electricity is, if, 
like life or like matter, it should remain 
an unknown quantity, we shall assuredly 
discover more about its attributes and 
its functions,—Scientific American.

The action of Dr. Spalding, of Boston, 
was the subject of criticism by his Epis- 
«copal brethren on the Sunday following 
his announcement of his intention to 
leave that body and go over to the Ro- 
man Catholic Church. Dr. Spalding 
finds the Episcopal Church to be going 
-astray by the large element of rational- 
ism that is introduced into its ranks. 
The Roman Catholic Church, with its 
«eutralized authority, is to bim a safe- 

“guard against the insideous and soul- 
e destroying enemy—reason; and he has 
sought and found it in the refuge which 
e thinks he needs. Dr. Gushee, in 
peaking of Bishop Spalding’s course, 
said that as regards the Catholic Church, 
we ought to be above jealousies. No one 
was less likely than he to go into the 
Roman Catholic Church; but he had 
found that there were many excellent 
‘things in the Roman Catholic Church, 
and he wanted to find it out. Just as in 
ibe same way, if his friends among the 
Unitarid’s were doing much to uplift 
aod elevate the human race, he wanted 
to know that, too. He hoped that the 
Episcopal Church or its rulers would re- 
alize the seriousuess of the situation,and 
take some early steps to prevent auy 
more faithful,conscientious and troubled 
men being drawn out of it. 

Rey. E. H. Perry, rector of the Episco- 
pal Church of Cambridge, said that the 
ground which Dr. Spalding took, iu com- 
mon with the Roman Church, against 
the Anglican, was neither sound nor ten- 
able; the reasons which he alleges for 
his change, even were they indisputable, 
were entirely insufficient without a 
strong mental bias and desire Roman- 
ward, to warrant his conclusion and ac- 
tion, {can not say God speed him from 
us, but I do say God guide and teach 
him; God lead him somewhere and 
sometime into the Jargeness of faith. 
God guide him in his life, in his new re- 
lations, if he must enter them, and at 
last, in his own way, into freedom and 
peace in believing, which I am certain is 
not in Rome, but is nearer the commu- 
nion which he is receiving.” 

Rev. J. H. Van Buren, rector of the St. 
‘Stephen's Church, Lyun, in speaking of 
Bishop Spalding's course, thought there 
was without doubt a mighty movement 
of intellectual forces in the world to-day, 
Some of these forces clash with the ar- 
ticles of Christian faith, Men are ven- 
turing to use their reason, their nfinds, 
their intelligence; they are using their 
eyes and ears to good’purpose. It is no 
part of the Christian faith to attempt to 
put a stop to that sort of thing. Nor js it 
the part of Christians to fear the results, 
Welcome every new discovery; every 

advance in knowledge; every useful iu- 
vention! At the end of every search re- 
sides truth, and the truth belongs to 
God, Whatsoever be its voice, follow it 
for the truth shall make you free.
